indiſputable, unleſs that A&t be void, or vainly urged on us by our 
Antagoniſt, We deſire that a fpecial notice may be taken, that this AQ

Connexion to it ; and all words and clauſes, in the Lewtenants Com- 
mifltion, muſt be accomodated to the tenor and true intent of this Ae; 
and not utherwiſe : for as it is Leintenancy, ſo tis but Leiutenancy,, 
and what Leiutenancy ſhall be, and how far extend, this Ac provides ;

We need recite no more here, only in the cloſe of the foregoing 
Paragraph ; it i3 daid, And the ſaid Lrintenants, ani in their abſence or 
other2piſe by their direcFions, the deputy Leiutenants, or any two or more of 
them, may Exerciſe and Conduct the Perſons ſo to be toil &Fc.. as is here 
after expreſſed. 

And in the 25. Articl2 or Paragraph, w2 find to the ſamz Effect. 
Viz. The Leiutenaut &c. May from time to time Lead, Train &c. all Per- 
ſons Raiſed and Arrayed, according to the A of 13 and 14. of Chgrl:s 11. 
Chap. 3. Here it ſeems very pliin, ( r. ) What the Kings Militia is. 
viz. Perſons of {uch Eſtates as are mentioned. ( 2. ) That the Kings 
Leintenants as ſuch, and by Law have only thoſe Perſons of thoſe E- 
fates under their charge and power. As yet nothing is offered us 
to prove it otherwiſe. | 

6. There is no fuch AMitia fo conſtituted, yet formed in Con- 
nefticut ; therefore no Subjet or Object of ſuch a Leiutenancy, yet 
formally Exiſting here ; this is well enough known. 

7. Hi Excellency nor Sir. Willtam, ever went about forming 
ſuch a Militia here, by and according to the 3d. 4th. 5th. and 10th. 
Articles or Paragraphs, of the ſaid Acts of Parlizment : therefore were

tenantcy ? the diſputes of the Pamphlet run for the litter 5; bur ftill 
wholly on grounds taken only Ep the former 5; but that my -o 
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hotd : for what Their Majeſties claime by Law ( that is by thoſe ARs ) 
they ſurely Excecute upon, according to the ſame Law or Acts of 
Parliament. *Tis an happy truth, that all the People are Their Ma- 
jeſties, yet are not all by A& of Parliament from 16 to 60 years 
of Age ( that is Mal:s ) His ſtanding Militia. 

If thiz.had com: to prattice here and His Excellzncy had called 
all from 16. to 60 to the daty of Soildi-rs, and they had refuſed 
as not having Eſtates to Oblige them by the Laws, his Commiſſion is 
d2pendant on and muſt be exerciſed by ; and the Corporation AMli- 
tia ftiictly fo call-d had been {2vered there from ; what a poor 
poſture had that been 1a ? when 1t may be the Colowy would not 
have j1-1Jed an Hundred Soulcters to that part,” it may be not half 
an hwmdricd 2 | 

Put it may be ſaid, doth not the Commutton fay ; the 17itia 
of Connecticut, all the Forces &c. And this anſwers all. We fay ho : 
For we know His. Majeſty Governs by_the Laws. of the Realm ; and 
this our Adverfary not only yiclds us, but makes: it the Baſis of all 
his Arguing, in Page 23. where he ſaith, In this caſe, ( Rex pracipit & 
Lex precipit ) the Kings Commands and the Laws Commands, is all one. 
So that by his own account the Laws Command and the Kings Com- 
mand in the caſe are Mutual, and Reciprocal and do expound each 
other ; that is the Statute of 13 &» 13 and 14 of Charles If. do 
expound this Commitlion of Lezwtenancy, and all others of that kind 
and in the . lence and under the Limitations of thoſe Ada, it is to 
be, taken and no otherwiſe. And this alone with the Conſideration 
of the Conſtitution of Conneficut Militia, at once over-throws utterly 
his whole Hypotheſis 1n the Pamphlet. And he might have ſpared the 
labour of all his Sophiſtications, in arguing and concluding as he doth 
from the one to the other, when as not the ſame thing, or a thing 
of the ſame Conſtitution 1s in both. = 

And here we muſt note his miſrepreſentation of thoſe Statutes as 
intending a Mitia, which they do not by applying them diredly to 
another kind of A4litia, as he doth evidently all along. It is like he 
knew that they are but few Comparatively that Read thoſe Laws, and 
yet fewer of his Readers that know or will be informed what a different 
Miitia from that, Connedicut Militia is : and 1o the Ambiguity of the 
word Militia would not be dicovered ; and ſo it muſt and would be 
concluded, that if ws hold any 41a, it was the famg in the AG 
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( this is no fair dealing in lim ) he. Majcſty -claimes Bis -11gkt ac 
cording to thoſe Laws, and what is by Patent Granted to Bis Subjeas, 
and is of another Conſtituuon,we may be bcld to hold that, till we catt 
enquire His Majelites right and pleaſure to be ctherwiſe, and in thi; 
we claim nct His Majeſties Mita, a; it 13 Cilttnguiſhed From, our Cor- 
poration Militia, it 15 all His Majeſties in Service. 

In a word, what 15 the Kiags Militia lo ſettled by the Laws of His 
Realm, we never gave the laſt lindrance unto Fit Leiwtenants in : it 
they had clamed the Command of that and that only, and had been 
retuſcd ; ſome ſuch Charges, as now we are laden with, might bave 
had a colour, whereas now they have none. To a full manage- 
ment hereor, many other things thould and might be added ; , bur 
thiz may fſuthce to ſhow that the Pamphlet by nor diliinguithing be- 
tween Militia and Militia, runs into all manner cf ccnfaſion ; and 
chargeth us wich claiming the Kings 1ight, when we claim it not ; 
but a diſtinct thing, and not that ncicher, but in Subjetion to Their 
Majeſties ( what of the Kings Alita is involved in the Corporations 
we know not, till it be diftinguithed as the Law requires ) ut theſc 
things be not clear to others, they are ſo to us, and will bear at 
leaſt an enquiry in England, before we be put on, to what we are not 
clear in ; and this may be the better born with, fince as he {aid in 
Page 5th. His Excellency offered to continue the Militia in the hands it was 
then in, which ſhewed a good Satisfaction in the Military Commiliion 
Officers ; the odds of being under the Corporation, or His Excellency, 
till we could here frem England, needed not the Sharpnels of tFis 
Pamphlet ; which hath notl ing helped ; fave to render us as bad as 
poſhible, and beyond truth, or peace. 

And here we might end our anſwer ; but becauſe of the long and 
bitter Harrangue that continues in that Pook, and ficme things that muſt 
be cleacd, we muſt attend it. And at once we will inſert the Courts 
Anſwer to Cell. Fletcher, that all may fce what it was, and not take 


it in the diſguiſes that are put on it 3 and ir ſhall be as it was 
Printed at York.

Anf, To all theſe things we need ſay no more, but that the 
clauſes in our Charter, and thoſe Equivalent, in the Maſſachuſetts 
tormer Charter, and Rhoad-Iland Charter, were alwayes underſtood and 
practized upon, as Commilſionating a ſtanding 2Mzvia, and the Rule 
of it to be next the King, firſt in the General Court, and that we 
could aid our Neighbours, hold Forts &c. without whi:h we had 
te:n undone in the Indian War, and in no fafty at any time. 

But the diſcuſſion of theſe points is large, and of little uſe here :
